COLUMBIA. S C (UPI)— An air

Roddey, held in the county .tail 
under $15,000 bond awaiting re­ 
turn to Alexandria, Va , refused 
to talk about the charges "except 
to say that I think what I was 
doing was right, even though il­ 
legal." 
No one else' would say very 
much about tho case, either, and 
no one appeared to be in any 


Roddey, a native of Rock Hill, 
S.C.. went to work in tass for the 
Institute of Defense Analysis in 
the Defense Department but left 
last Aug. 31 under what the FBI 
called a "reduction in force'" and 
the Defense Department called his 
failure to measure up to "com­ 
petence requirements.” 


Roddey was charged with steal­ 


ing gov eminent property and ex­ 
ecution of false affidavits. He also 
had a government tape recorder 
when arrested. Conviction could 
bring a maximum penalty of up 
to 29 years in jail and a f.ne up 
to $12,000. 


He ha! top secret clearance, 
but he signed an affidavit saying 
he had destroyed all the classi­ 
fied documents in his possession. 


He and his wile lived in the 
Washington s u b u r b of Falls 
Church in a split-level subdivision 
of $25,000 to $30,000 homos. Gen­ 


erally. they kept to themselves.
